ALL FOR TWO CENTS. 

TT WAS NOMINALLY A SMALL SUM OF MONEY, 
BUT IT MEANT MILLIONS OF DOLLARS IN 
REALITY. 

WasHInorTor, D. C., May 7.—[Special.]—A de- 
cision was rendered by the court today in the 
so-called Granger case of Neal Ruggies, plaintiff 
in error, against the People of the State of IIll- 
nois. This case arises out of the facts below 
set forth. The 18th of March, 1873, Morgan 


A. Lewis, a passenger on a train of the Chicago, 


Burlington & Quincy Railroad Company, tend- 
ered Neal Ruggles, a conductor of that com- 
pany, 18 cents as fare for his transportation 
from Buda to Neponset, a distance of six 
miles. This was at the maximum rate 
of three cents per mile prescribed by the statute 
of Illinois then in force. The conductor de- 
manded 20 cents, which was the fare fixed by 
the railroad compaay. Lewis refused to pay 
more than 1s, and the conductor thereupon at- 
tempted to eject him from the car. For thisact 
the conductor was prosecuted before a Justice 
of the Peace upon a charge of assault and bat- 
tery, and was fined $10 and costs. The case was 
then carried up through the State courts by 
successive appeais, the railroad com- 
pany sustaining the conductor and 
raising the question of the right of 
the State to interfere with its business by fixing 
rates of fare and transportation. A decision 
was finally rendered in favor of the State by its 
highest court. The railroad compa ny thereupon 
appeaied tothe Supreme Courtof the United 
States, upon the ground that the act of the Gen- 
eral Assembly of Illinois of April 15, 1871, fixing 
a maximum rate of charges for the transporta- 
tion of passengers on railroads in the State was 
unconstitutional and void because it impaired 
the obligation of the contract contained in the 
charters of the various companies which were 
merged into the Chicago, Burlington & Quincy 
Railroad Company by consolidation. This court 
holds: 
1. That grants of immunity from legitimate 
governmental! control are never to be presumed. 
On the contrary, the presumptions are all the 
other way. unless an exemption 16 or! 
established the Legieiature is free to act on 
subjects within its general jurisdiction as pub-

restraint. The State, it is true, bas given the 
Board of Directors of the railroad company 
“the power to establish such rates of tolis for 
conveyance of persons or property as they shall 
from time to time by their by-laws determine”: 
but such by-laws must not be repugnant to the 
Constitution and laws of the State. If the State 
Had not the legislative power to reguiate the 
charges of carriers for hire the case would be 
different; but that case has been settled, and the 
amended charter which this company secured 
from the siature must be construed in the 
light of that established power. The judgment 
of the Supreme Court of Lilinois is affirmed 
with costs. Opinion by Chief-Justice Waite. 
Justice Harlan concurs in the ju ent but 
not in the opinion. Justice Blatchford did not 
sit in the case. 


THE MILLERS. 
THE DENCHFIELD PATENT BEATEN. 
Rocuzgster, N. Y., May 17.—[Special.}—The 
United States Supreme Court has just decided 
the celebrated case regarding the Denchbfield 
patents, which has been pushed by the millers 
for years. The decision sustains the millers and 


declares the pateniginvalid. The decision re- 
hearses the histor# of the litigation and the 
various steps taken by both parties, the main 
points of whicb are as follows: 

The 20th of April, 1888, there was issued to 
John Denchbfield, of Oswego, N. V., letters patent 
of the United States for an improvement in 
cooling and drying meal. Most readers are per- 
ha eee familiar with the process of 
milimg to know that after the grain is ground it 
falls into a conveyer, Whence it is taken in ele- 
vators to the cooling-room or cooler, where it is 
cooled previous to being bolted. Difficulty bad 
beén experienced by heat caused by grinding 
and steam charged with dust arising fro 
stones and conveyers during process of 
grinding. Denchfieid’s idea was to overcome 
these difficulties by drawing the steam and tine 
dust away from tho grain and stones and biow- 
ing it into a settimg- chamber in the upper 
part of the mill, whence collected: flour 
dust was returned to the elevator or cooler by a 
screw conveyer where it was deposited in a con- 
dition ut for bolting. His claim in bis original 
patent covered the combination of the upper 
and lower cunveyers, the ole v@tor. fan, and air- 
spout with the mill-stone. But little use 
was made of the invention contained in the 
original patent. Denchfieid sold licenses to use 
it to a few millers in Oswego at about $25 a mill. 
He afterwards sold the right of the State of 
Michigan. The patent was reissued in Dench- 
field's name the 16th of January, 1872, thirteen 
years and eight months after the date of the 
original patent. In the reissued patent the 
upper conveyer, by which the collected flour- 
dust was returned to the cooler, was entirely 
ignored and the patent was so drawn as to 
cover broadly the application of the suction 
fan for removing the steam and light flour dust 
frum the milistones and conveyer. Previous to

DIVORCE. 

THE M’GILL FAMILY AGAIN IN TROUBLE.

Capture ot Canadian Crees. 

Sr. Paul, Minn., May 17.—[Special.}—Dis- 
patches were received at department headquar- 
tefs from Col. Guclio Iiges, of the Eighteenth 
Infantry, in command at Fort Assinaboine, M. T., 
which state that on the Ist inst. Lieut. John An- 
derson returned to the fort with a party of nine- 
ty-nine Cree [ndians, whom be had captured in 
the Bear-Paw Mountains. Twenty of the num- 
ber were men, and they had in their possession, 
when captured, only a few good ponies and nige 
guns. They claim to have crossed the border 
to work on wood and hay contracts. Six loages 
of Crees are re to dave 
crossed the Missouri River at tt 
on the 27th ult., on their way to Maginnis. 
are supposed to be part of the same band 
brought in by Lieut. Anderson. Instructions 
have been given to Col. ligesto investigate the 
matter, and if it shall appear that their story is 
true to send them with their property across 
the boundary; otherwise to keep their guns and 
send the party back to the British ions. 
Maj. Baker, commanding at Fort Maginnis, aiso 
bas been directed to be on the alert for 
the party toward Maginnis, 
and if possible to capture and 
send them under escort to Fort Assinaboine. 
It is thought that these Crees left the neigubor- 
hood of Fort Waish before Capt. Norwood's 
tight and have no knowledge of the affair. A 
courier nas recentiy arrived at Fort Assina- 
bofne with dispatches from Maj. Shurtleff, the 
officer in command at Fort Waish, in which 
it is stated that on. the ltd uit. he 
learned that a war partly of Crees left that vi-

News Expected Hourly from Crook 
The Mexican Forces Co-operating 
with Kim. 

EL Paso, Tex., May 6.—Information from Gen. 
Crook by way of Janos, Chihuahua, is expected 
here hourly. It is believea he will have reached 
that place by this date. His first watering place 
would be Ojo de las Mosquitos. His second 
camp would probably bea dry one, at Bianco 
Janos, a town of 1,500 inhabitants, and a mil- 
itary district headquarters in the eastern foot- 
hilis of the Sierra Madre. It is stated 
by army scouts to be the point from 
which the movements into the mountain 
fastnesses wiil be made. That the Mexican 
forces under Maj.-Gen. Cabro in Chibuahua 
and Sonora are operating in conjuction with 
Gen. Crook and our forces is made evident by 
a dispatch received at Hermosillo, Somora, yes- 
terday, announcing a sharp tight at Laguashia 
Cation, 163 miles southeast of that city. Adjutant- 
General Drum, Col. A. Barr. Assistant Judge 
Advocate General, and —* private secretary of 
Secretary Linooin arrived today. It is believed 
the visit has been in part directed by the pos- 
sible complications which may arise from the 
operations of Gen. Crook. 


Perfect Accord Between the 
States and Mexico. 

San FRANCISCO, May 7.—A spocial from El 
Paso, Tex., says: Gen. Fueno, commanding 
Northern Mexico, will take command of al! por- 
tions of Chihuahua in conjunction with Gen. 
Crook. Col. Unda, chief of staff, with troops and 
headquarters are already at Pass dei Norte.

Lake Superior, lying at your doors, and 
producing more net earnings than ail the gold 
and silver fields of this country, deserves more 
careful treatment from Chicago, into whose 
bands she is throwing the richest commerce 
within her reach. 

Will your informant tell you what mines bave 
“locked u enormous regate of over 
$50,000,000"? Lf he means the dividend-paving 
mines he will not nud $4,000,000. If the whole 
twenty -tive (I would like to see bis list compris- 
ing this tweaty-five) is meant, he cannot find 
half the sum; and 1 doubt if one-fourth will not 
cover the capital in all the working mines. 

The statement that the Calumet & 
machinery and equipments are valued at $30,- 
000,000 is wilder than the most of this very ex- 
travagant gentieman’s figures. It is not and 
cannot be valued at one-fifth this sum. The 
Calumet & Hecla bas just $800,000 of paid-up 
capital, and its equipment and productive 
ground opened and in reserve are the result of 
earnings of the mine in excess of dividends.

Tue eigarmakers' strike began yesterday 
morning as per announcement, bat did not 
attain any great dimensions.

Some of the manufacturers claim that the 
new price-list contains’ onerous conditions in 
addition to the call for $1 per 1,000 increase, 
and that, while they are willing to pay the 
extra dollar, they will not submit to arbitrary 
rules.

They believe that the matter will be settled 
within a day or two. A long conference was 
held yesterday between the representatives 
of the striking bricklayers and the master 
masons, but eight hours’ deliberation brought 
them no nearer to a settlement than when 
they started.

ANOTHER defeat was scored yesterday by 
the Gladstone Government, its leader being 
compelled to announce that instead of the 
pensions which it was proposed to bestow 
upon Lord Wolseley and Lord Alcester (Ad- 
miral Seymour) they would each be given a 
lump sum of money. The public outcry 
against the proposition to pension not only 
the naval and military commanders in Egypt, 
but to saddle upon gde country an addition to 
the pension list continuing the grant 
to their heirs male, proved too great 
to be resisted. The London Times, 
commenting upon the vote by which 
the Affirmation bill was defeated, says the 
authority and power of the Government 
have received a shock which the Ministers 
will have to recognize, and the spell of their 
success is broken. Now on top of the blow 
dealt by the Tory-Whig-Nonconfcrmist- 
Catholic coalition comes another heavy stroke 
from the Radical element. It ts hardly prob- 
able that even a Government led by Mr. 
Gladstone can long survive such hammering. 


THEY DID NOT HELP PARNELL. 
Cledriy, there is very little enthusiasm 
among Chicago Irishmen over the outcome 
of the Philadelphia eonvention. The so- 
called ratification meeting of Saturday night 
was hardly a success. The comparative 
handful who attended and applauded had 
very little conception of what they were do- 
ing or they would have kept quiet. Nobody 
is 80 foolish as to think that the few Ameri- 
can politicians who spoke on the occasion 
represented American feeling. But the fail- 
ure was not surprising—it was créditable 
rather than otherwise to the good sense and 
Wise judgment of the American-lyish people 
of this great city. They were absent for ex- 
cellent reasons; for seldom has any 
gathering making pretension; to be a 
deliberative assembly acted with so little 
prudence, discretion, or public policy as the 
Philadelphia’ gathering. We do not refer 
pow to the gaggingrules or to the unfortu- 
nate final result. The whole policy of the 
gathering was, as far as the people of Ire- 
land are concerned, unwise,and we fear hurt- 
ful. Instead of helping Mr. Parnell it handi-¢ 
caps him; instead of advancing Ireland's ma- 
terial interests it throws that country back. 
The policy of the Philadelphia convention, 
as embodied in its resolutiofis and emphasized 
by the suppression of the Land League, robs 
the organization which takes its place of all 
American sympathy and of all title hereto, 
and deprives Mr. Parnell of a most potent in- 
finence—the influence of American public 
opinion on England. 

The wise policy of the old Land Lea aue, 
so prudently conducted by Parnell, had won 
for the Irish question a first place among the 
leading issues of the day. The land question 
was thoroughly discussed by every journal 
of prominence printed in the English lan- 
guage, and Was thoroughly well understood, 
at leas#by the American people, who were 
united in their sympathy with Ireland in de- 
manding full justice on the simple question 
ofthe land. The claims made by the Land 
League were recognized im the United States 
as moderate and just, and America almost as 
one man, from press, pulpit, and platform, 
proclaimed the justice of the Irish demands. 
And American opinion had not a little 
to do with the substantial concessions 
made by the English Parliament in the 
two land bills that passed. England 

recently, has become very suspectible te 
American public gpinion. We are a Nation 
of 55,000,000, who Wuve little to gain or fear 
from England; England has much to gain 
and much to fear from us; England is there- 
fore sensitive to our criticisms. America is 
essentially a Protestant nation, and when we 
address another Protestant nation speaking 
the same language, whose institutions and 
ways are after all much like our ways and 
institutions, and say to her “It is a shame 
for you to misgovern, and trample, and 
, starve a small, weak people like that of the 
sister island, because they are mostly Catho- 
lies, for the sake of an absentee-landiord oll- 
garchy’’—when we say that she must listen 
and act. And she did listen and act in the 
case of the Land-League demands. 

Mr. Parnell himself bas deciared that the 
Gladstone Land act, the partial concession to 
Irish demands, was revolutionary in its prin- 
ciples, was a much more radical and sweep- 
Ing measure than he would bave dared to 
hope for two years before. It was at least a 
first installment of full justice; and when Mr. 
Gladstone himself declared that he did not 
consider it more than an installment of just- 
ice, his subse@uent course on the Arrears 
bill showed that he did not consider it (Mal, 
and even after that measure was passed fur- 
ther concessions in the same direction were 
promised, including county self-government. 

Thus had the moderate and prudent policy 
of the old Land League, backed @p as it was 
by the public opinion and public sympathy 
of America, and powerfully aided by the En- 
glish Radicals, trlumphea al@ng the whole 

line. 


At the time that Mr. Parnell was released 
from prison a little overa year ago every- 
thing looked promising for ireland. Mr. 
Parnell was the hero of the hour. No mod- 
erate demands that he would make for Ire- 
land would be rejected. He had the support 
and sympathy of the entire Radical section of 
the ruling partyin England, So avowedly 
were Mr. Chamberlain and Sir Charles Dilke 
his pelitical friends that the reaetionists of 
the Forster school accused these men of 
hating entered into a seeret alliance with 


them in the shape of a promise of afoercion 
bill, which even so stout a Parnellite as Mr. 
T. F. O'Connor has publicly declared it was

Iney but eried and 
scolded because they could not get more; 
they were politicians without a policy. 
Their convention wan, have cost $50,099." It 
ended in a series of turgid and most impo- 
tent resolutions, a verbose scolding préamble, 
and in the entire effacement of thewrganiza- 
tion which had contributed so much to the 
improvement of Ireland's condition, by its 
contributions, its wise and moderate course, 
and its educating influence on the public 
opinion of England, Europe, and America. 
The talismanie word of its title was stricken 
out and a mere generalization substituted. 
The men who ruled the convention have’ 
thus by their course alienated the conserva- 
tive, thoughtful, and keen-sighted among 
their own countrymen, have given those En- 
gliishmen who have supported Mr. Parnell 
through thick and thin and those English 
and Scotch farmers who were advancing on 
the lines of the old Land League asiap in 
the face, they have completely estranged the 
Ulster Presbyterians who worked so heart- 
ily with the Land League for three years, 
and they have cut away ull hope of the active 
sympathy and support of the great American 
people—natwithstanding the talk of a few 
flippant piatform politicians to the contrary. 
While pledging its support to Mr. Parnell, 
and professing its cordial loyalty to him, 
the convention has done at Philadelphia the 
very things which Mr. Parnell most certainly 
wished it had not done, and omitted to do

Not only Queen Victo- 
ria, but two of her children, two or three of 
her grandchildren, and several of her sisters, 
cousins, and aunts have had the bad taste to 
select the month of May for making their dé- 
but on the stage of life, when they might 
have known, if they had only stopped to 
think about it, that the Brooklyn bridge 
would be opened in the same month. Ser- 
erai other effete tyrants like the Emperors of 
Austria and Germany and the Czar of Rus- 
sia, who are much more objectionable per- 
sons than the Queen, have also spread their 
royal scions all over the merry month of 
May. In point of fact, every other month 
in the year and every day in every 
month has witnessed the birth of 
persons in the Old World who, without 
doubt, are very offensive to the New York 
whisk y-sellers of the Board of Aldermen and 
the Central Labor Unions of New York and 
Brooklyn. There is not a day that these very 
silly people could select that would not, on 
their theory, do honor to some titled person 
in Europe.

SPURIOUS TEAS. 

The late seizure of spurious teas, in New 
York shows that there was occasion for the 
enactment. of the prohibitory law of March 2, 
1883, It has been confidently asserted here 
by all tea-importers that they do not handle 
spurious teas, and a careful examination by 


‘experts of the first importations under the 


new law confirmed the statement so far as 
those importations were concerned; they 
were found to be pure. Some of them were 
colored, but not to an extent to render them 
“deleterious.” It is asserted in New York 
that the “‘spurious and adulterated stuff” is 
sent to this country by an English syndicate, 
and that no reputable American merchant 
would ever import it.“ There is some evi- 
dence In support of this assertion. The bill 
whieh became a law the 2d of March last 
was introduced by Randall, of Pennsylvania, 
and had the support of the chief tea-import- 
ers of the Eastern cities. 

The benevolent gentiemen of the English 
syndicate send their spurious and adulter- 
ated teas to New York, where they are dis- 
posed of through auction-houses. ‘The 
whole business isa fraud. The adulterated 
“stuff” is manipulated to imitate well- 
known brands, sold in the auction-rooms at 
25 to 40 per cent less than regular rates, and 
thence finds its way into the hands of dealers 
who sometimes know and sometimes do not 
know that they are selling plumbago. or 
graphite, terra alba, Prussian blue, gypsum, 
and indigo for tea. 

The glazing or facing of teas is done with 
plumbago, added in fine powder to the tea 
in a revolving eylinder, where the mutual at- 
trition imparts to the leaves a peculiarly 
smooth and glossy appearance.” Of course, 
after this manipulaton it is not only impossi- 
ble to tell except by the aid of a microscope 
or a chemical analysis the extent of the 
adulteration, but itis equally impossible to 
determine whether the base of the compound 
is tea, or willow, or marnila-paper, or älbert- 
husks. The New York Herald declares 
that— 

Aceording to actual analysis and eommon 
in the alleged tea 
of commerce nutgalis, currant-leaves, iron-fil- 
ings, filbert-busks, sulphate of copper, oak- 
bark, hornets’ nests and wasps’ nests shredded 
and colored, acetic acid, aloes, common green 
paint, lead in various forms, desiccated door- 
mats, peach-leaves, tarred rope that had been 
ground to powder and soaked in -water, 
manila paper, bamboo- Faves, vernal grass, 
ammonia, arsenic, stable-sweepings, and many 


other things too numerous and disgusting to 
wention. 7 


Tea has been an article of eonfmerce in 
Europe less than two bundred and twenty- 
five years. In 1664 the East india Company 
sent to England two pounds of the then pre- 
cious leaves as a present to the Queen, from 
which it is to be presumed she made her first 
cup ef tea. In the early days of tea-drink- 
ing in England the article sold at from $30 to 
$50 a pound. Now the annual value of the 
imports of tea into Great Britain entered for 
home sumption alone is in the neighbor- 
hood of $60,000,000, and the value of the im- 
ports into the United States is about $25,- 
000,000. ‘ 

When teas paid a uniform specific dutx a 
measure of protection was afforded against 
the importation of low grades. Doubtless 
adulteration has been going on from bad to 
worse since the removal of the duty. 
Much has been said of late about adulter- 
ation with exhausted tea leaves, Fol- 
lowing is the method of obtaining the ex- 
hausted leaves: At the Chinese tea-houses, 
which are open day and night, the tea is usu- 
ally made in a cup, covered in a saucer, and 
then poured into another cup; large jars 
stand about the saloons Into which the dregs 
are emptied; these are carefully made over 
and find their way into commerce.“ 

The law of the 2d of March is intended to 
step in between the English syndicate’s 
dregs of the Chinese tea-cup and the Amerl- 
can “citizeness”’ whois fond of the smok- 
ing amber beverage. if the law is faithfully 
executed the importation of adulterated teas 
can be prevented. Of course, this will not 
prevent the adulteration of teas herd. Some 
enterprising Yankee will no doubt establish 
a tea-adulteration factory, where he will 
grind over and giaze the tea-steepings of all 
the hotels and cheap eating-houses in the 
land. It wauld be difficult to name an arti- 
cle of general use that is not adulterated in 
this great free country. But this is not a: 
good reason for admitting adulterated teas 
sent to us by the Chinese and their brothers 
of the English syndicate, The broad field of 
adulterating food should be left free to the 
unrestrained enterprise of the American 
citizen. Let the tea law, therefore, be rigidly 
enforced.

UNION PACIFIC SQUAT-TAG. 

The relations of the Government and the 
Union Pacific, from the scandal of the Credit 
Mobilier, with which the road began its 
perfidious career, down to the answer just 
made by President Dillon to the demands of 
Secretary Teller for the payment of money 
owed the Government, resemble nothing so 
much as a gigantic game of squat-tag. The 
Government is “it,” in the language of that 
familiar game, and has for these many years 
been chasing the corporation. But every 
time it gets near the Union Pacific “squats,” 
and the chase has to begin all over again. 

Secretary Teller wants the road to pay up- 
$1,036,824 which he says it owes on accounts 
that are not contested. How little he under- 
stands the controversial capabilities of the 
managers is shown by the retort of Presi- 
dent Dillon, who answers the request by 
gravely figuring out that it is the Govern- 
ment that “owes” and not the company, and 
that this Governmental debt is not less than 
$2,738,889. This must be acknowledged to be 
a pretty successful squat. 

The Central Pacific people are ranked as 
tolerably successful in evading any obliga- 
tions to the public, but that corporation has 
something to learn from the Union Pacific. 
It has paid up what the Governmeat claimed 
from it with no further ceremony than a 
formal reservation of whatever rights it may 
be shown hereafter to possess by the courts. 
But Sidney Dillon has no intention of ever 
conceding that the Government bas any 

whatever on his road. 80 the for- 
mality of paying up with a reservation, as 
the Central Pacifig has dong, would be a mere 
waste of time.

be “severe and hardly just” for the Govern- 
ment to insist on a settlement. This is a 
very neat point, and the Oentral Pacific 
managers were not up to their usual smart- 
ness when they settled without thinking of 
this way of getting out of it. The Union 
Pacific insists that it should be paid express 
rates by the Government for the transporta- 
tion of the mails. The matter is now before 
the Court of Claims, and will probably not be 
decided this year. Until the decision of the 
Court of Claims is rendered it is a mere 
waste of time, says Mr. Dillon, for the Gov- 
ernment and the road to attempt to fix tne 
amount due. By this argument he expects 
to stave off the day of settlement until next 
year. This, too, isa good enough “squat.” 

The Government has not “tagged” this 
slippery concern once during the twenty 
years that have elapsed since the first act of 
incorporation was passed. The bonds of the 
Government, issued ahead of those of the 
company, were finally put behind the latter, 
and thus made second mortgage. The 
company has obtained a decision from the 
Supreme Court that it need not@ay tne in- 
terest on these bonds sued for it by the 
Government until the whole issue, principal 
and interest, becomes due. The amoupt of 
money and lands given to aid in the con- 
struction was swelled to millions more than 
it should have been by the tricks of the 
Orédit Mobilter contractors, who built it in 
shake-like curves overt level ground and 
claimed their per mile allowance of bonds 
and lands on every one of these fraudulent 
serpentinings, The provision of the original 
charter that all lanas not disposed of in three 
years should be open to settlement has been 
nullified dy the company with the aid of the 
Supreme Court. The company defies all the 
efforts of the States to collect any taxes on 
its tens of millions of acres of lands—also by 
the help of the Supreme Court. The law 
stipulates that no dividends shall be paid go 
long as there is any default in the payment 
of any of the sums called for by the Thur- 
man act, The Government has not been able 
to get its money for over four years, but the 
stockholders receive their 1 per cent every 
quarter. 

t was universally believed that the Gov- 
ernment, by the passage of the Thurman act, 
had got the Union Pacific into a corner from 
Walch it could not escape. This law pro- 
vided for the payment to the Government 
of B per cent of the net earnings.” But 
what are net earnings? The company, as 
soon as the act was passed, began an expan- 
sion of its expense account. Up to the close 
of last year it had spent on bridges, and cars, 
and such things not less than $6,000,000, which 
it claimed should be taken out of its ex- 
penses. This fraudulent claim, which was 
shown by the Commissioner of Railroads, 
would cut down the 2 per cent allowance 
of the Government by at least $1,500,000. 

Secretary Teller last February asked the 
Department of Justice to begin asuit against 
the Union Pacific to determine just what was 
meant by the term net earnings,” but no 
such suit has yet been begun. Attorney- 
General Brewster is understeod to have been 


too bus framing the decision which gave

It probably makes very little difference. 
Judging from past decisions there is not 
much to be hoped for from the Supreme 
Ceurt in the way of any assertion of the peo- 
ple's rights against the- Union Pacific. The 
only remedy for this state of affairs is a chor- 
ough overhauling of the Thurman law. 
Congress bas power to bring this “squat- 
tag corporation to termsé The Thurman 
act is working very badly. We venture to 
belleve thatif this subject is once taken up 
by Congress it will not be put down until the 
relations of the company to its creator have 
been readjusted in a way that will make its 
too shrewd managers rue the day they at- 
tempted to deal with the Government in the 
technical and defiant style they have adopted. 

NEGRO KNOW-NOTHINGISN. 

The City of Washington is to be the scene 
next September of one of the most singular 
political conventions that has been held in 
this country since the great Know-Nothing 
excitement of the last generation. Frederick 
Douglass, the Hon. George W. Williams, who 
wrote the History of the Negro Race in 
America, and Prof. Richard T. Greener, 
with some other representative negroes, have 
issued acall for a convention of their race. 
Its peculiarity is that though distinctively a 
political convention, it is confined to one 
blood—the colored citizens. It ie as though 
the Irish, or the Germans, or the Scandina- 
vians, or any other class of our population 
had been calied to meet in a representative 
gathering for the purpose of defining a 
political policy. 

The call under which these colored people 
are to meet expresses very great dissatis- 
faction with the way in which the colored 
people are treated at this time in this coun- 
try. Its substance is as follows: 


I. Negro labor at the th is not fairly re- 
ted. The Southern nero is sot pro- 
coilection of money due 


2. In most parts of the country the negro does 
not ha ve a fair show in the public schools. 


astwitstating the lave assed Wo Gouge 

4. His politicai rights are ignored. Six and a 
— we of people are without representa- 

5. The negro does not get bis share of execu- 
tive protection and encouragement. 

As to the remuneration of labor, the same 
complaint is made by the white workingmen 
of Pittsburg, who are onthe point of going 
out on the greatest strike ever known in this 
country, The black is not tled down, as he 
was during slavery, to any one place. With 
freedom has come the privilege of free move- 
ment from one part of the country to another, 
just as the farmers of Lilinois and Ohio are 
now moving by thousands to Dakota in 
search of better farms. The negro must ap- 
peal to his own enterprise and thrift, and not 
to the law, for industrial relief. 

lf there are abuses in the laws like those 
charged with regard to the collection gf 
money owed by the employers of the negroes 
and with respect to the political rights of the 
race they should beremedied. But tne coun- 
try will look with distrust and disapproval 
on the inauguration of arace movement to 
obtain these yetorms. Public opinion ia too 
well aware of the damage that would be 
wrought by any appeals to race feeling in 
the South to look with favor upon this ill- 
considered demonstration. The colored peo- 
ple are now in the eyes of the law fully qual- 
ified American eitizens. if there are social 
and legal discriminations against them in ahy 
part of the country they may rest assured 
that the weight of public opinion is ready to 
condemn and réform these as rapidly as pos- 
sible. But it is the gravest kind of a polit- 
ical blunder for them to move as a distinct 
race, as colored citizens,“ or anything else 
but Amer ican citizens, 

The white people of this United States 
as deeply interested as those of any other 
color in the full enforcement of all the laws 
and the extirpation of all kinds of injustice. 
It would have been a mach better move for 
the leaders who have planned this campaign 
of black Know-Nothingism to have called a 
general conventi®n of ail those who were 
willing to interest themselves in theteforms 
that are needed to hasten the civilization of

THERE may be an American marine after 
all. Capt. Gorringe has been showing a New 


York reporter. over nf& new shipyards in 


Philadelphia, and explaining that at the pres- 
ent prices of labor and materials he can build 
iron vessels at the same prices that wooden 
ones would cost, and at least as cheaply as 
the foreign builders. For instanee, the most 
simple form of barge, that used for the trans- 
port of coal, if made of wood to carry 1,200 
tons would weigh at least 200 tons, while if 
of iron its weight would not be more than 
140 tons. As between the two there is the 
constant towage of sixty tons in favor of the 
iron barge, which will last longer, is less lia- 
ble to leakage, and is in every way superidr. 
The recent improvements in the speed of 
ocean-going steamers give the Americans an 
advantageous opportunity to reénter the 
ocfin. The English are discouraging the 
construction of fast steamers because they 
take the business from the slow ones in 
which they have large amounts invested. As 
the Americans have little or nothing invested 
in them, they are free to ge as deeply as they 
choose into the new models. The iron that 
is to be had for our American steamers is the 
best in the world, and the prospects for the 
prosperity of an American marine, if capital 
should take advantage of the prices now es- 
tablished, are, Capt. Gorringe thinks, most 
hopeful.

The results are seen in clean and success- 
ful farming and abundant crops, in striking 
contrast with what is to be observed upon lands 
immediately adjoining, where the ancient ways 
of cultivation are still pursued. Here there is 
a good start towards elevating and improving

Died from His Anjuries—Dodsoh the 
Fiend—Vartous Minxdeeds. 

READING, Fa., May 7.—([Special.}—Addison 
Samuel, the railroad foreman who was so bru- 
tally assaulted and beaten over the bead with a 
shovel by one of the railroad bands last week, 
died at his residence in Pottstown this morning 
from the effecis of bis injuries.

Provisions were very irrogular at a higher 
range. Pork advanced one per bri, and 
closed Bo above the latest prices of Saturday, 
at $20.1244 for May and $20.30 bid for July. Lard 
. 10@l5c, and closed at an improve- 
ment of 5@10c, at $12.10 for May and $12.15 fog 
July. Ribs closed 7c higher, at $10.65 for May 
and $10.80 for July. Tne trading in pork 
was heavy, but chiefly for July. and 
the market jumped back and forth 10c several 
times during the session, with scarcely an la- 
térvening trade between the limits. Big men 
were supposed to be unloading, in a quiet way, 
to others who were acting wildly in tear ot a 
corner. Lard was also under duress. The 
parties Supposed to be controlling the deel were 
selling freely for June delivery,chiefly to shorts, 
and buying the longer futures, investing rather 
largely in July. August, and September. Meats 
were in fair export demand, there being sev- 
eral orders in hand, though most of them were 
limited to inside prices, and the rates 
made were not reported on Change. Year 
pork sold at $17.26@17.27%, and year 
lard at $10.85@10.97%, indicating that there 
not much expectation of very low prices on 
this side of next Christmas. and ergo, no big run 
of summer hogs.

How Their Condition ia the South Is 
improving. 

[People’s Advocate (colored).}—Unee in a while 
we und a man who has traveied in the Bouth for 
the purpose of ascertaining for himself to what 
extent the South is improving and to satisfy 
himself as to whether the colored people are 
possessed of sufficient taste and adaptability to 
take fm the advanced conditions of American 
civilization who is fair enough to express in 
unequivocal terms what others have labored to 
disprove. Mr. Joseph Medill, editor of Tus 
CHICAGO TRIBUNE, has taken a trip to Florida. 
and returns with the following statement, made 
in New York in an interview published in the 
New York Tribune: 


It is eight or nine years since T was last in the 
South, and I was struck by the evident improve- 
ment ali through the country. re is more 
contentment now than then, and a greater num- 
ber of white people are at Work: the colored 
people appear to allat work, and have im- 

ved immensely in their seventeen or eighteen 
years of freedom. Every observant Northern 
man i talked with bad noticed the same thing. 
Apparently they are in better condition than 
ever before; they are acquiring property, living 
better, dressing better, and their children are 
going to school very generally. Itismy opinion 
that nearly one-half of all the colored onlldren 
in the South over 10 22 old and under 2, 
of both sexes, can read and write, While I was 
— down the St. John’s River, half 
dozen little colored lads, from T years to 12 of 
age, were ou the lower deck of the steamboat. 
An Englishinan, who was traveling as tutor with 
an italian Marquis, asked them if they could 
read or write. On their replying ge 
he asked them to write their names, ages, a 
where they were born in his note-book. The 
all did it except one, who could read only, and 
in a very fair band; some of them considerably 
better than mine. lw taiking to the colored men 
1 found that the younger men had acquired the 
art of reading, aud many of the older ones, too.
